“Whether the action of the management of North, South and West Jhagra- 
khand Collieries of Messrs Jhagrakhand Collieries (Private) Limited, 
Post Office Jhagrakhand Colliery, District Surguja (Madhya Pradesh) 
in denying payment of underground allowance on holiday wage to 
their workmen is justified?, If not to what relief, are the workmen 
concerned entitled? 

2. After the reference parties filed their written statements rejoinders and 
seven Issues were framed by my predecessor. Sri G, P. Sharma was thereafter 
examined as W.W. 1 and after workers closed their evidence- Then the manage- 
ment took time to produce its witnesses. The dispute has now been compromised 
as stated in the compromise petition reproduced in the annexure. The management 
has agreed to give Underground Allowance on wages for paid festival holidays to 
those workmen who are getting Underground Allowance. The workers on their 
part have given up their demand for payment of arrears of Underground Allowance 
on holiday wages for the period prior to 1st January 1970 and the management 
has agreed to pay It with effect from 1st January 1970. This compromise shall not 
prejudice or affect the respective stand of the parties in the case relating to Refer- 
ence Case No, CGIT/LC(R)(24)/1968 and will not be cited as a precedent. The 
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settlement appears to be fan 1 and reasonable and to the advantage of the workmen. 
It Is, therefore, accepted and an award is recorded in terms thereof, a copy 01

1 . The Central Government, being of opinion that an industrial dispute exists 
between the employers in relation to the management of Bokharo Jharia Colliery 
of Messrs Agarwalla Brothers, Post Office Karmatand, District Dhanbad and their 
workmen, by its order No. 2/46/69-LRII dated the 19th of April, 1969 referred to 
tills Tribunal under section 10(1) (d) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for ad- 
judication the dispute In respect of the matters specified in the schedule annexed 
thereto. The Schedule Is extracted below: — 

Schedule 

“Whether the management of Bokharo Jharia Colliery of Messrs Agarwalla 
Brothers, Post Office Karmatand, District Dhanbad, refused work to 
Sri Shambhu Mahato, General Mazdoor with effect from the 8th 
November, 1968? If so. to what relief is the workman concerned 
entitled? 

2. The Vice President, Bihar Colliery Kamgar Union filed the written statement 
on behalf of the workmen on 14th August 1909. Their case is that the concerned 
workman Sri Shamohu Mahato was in the employment in the said Bokharo Jharia 
Colliery of Messrs Agarwalla Brothers since 1948 and worked continuously O' a 
General Mazdoor In the said colliery till 7th November, 1968. 

3. The concerned workman Sri Shambhu Mahato was a permanent employee, 
but he was never paid his proper wages. He was never paid any quarterly 
bonus, profit sharing bonus, leave wages. In spite of the fact that he was a 
member of Coal Mines Provident Fund (a/c. No. D/282434) but except for some 
time in the year, 1956-57 no deduction was made towards his Provident Fund 
Contribution nor the management paid their share of Provident Fund contribu- 
tion. The concerned' workman requested the management to pay him proper 
wages, quarterly bonus, leave wages and profit sharing bonus. But he \ua threa- 
tened that he would be discharged from sendee, if he persislerl In demanding 
proper wages, leave wages, quarterly bonus etc The concerned workman, being 
In fear of losing his services and even half bread which he was getting, kept quiet 
and did not know what to do. 

4. The concerned workman became member of Bihar Colliery Kamgar Union, 
Dhanbad in the vear 1968 Thereafter, the concerned workman filed a 
case under section 33-C(2) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 before the Central 
Government Labour Court No. 2, at Dhanbad on 29th October, 1968, being L. C. 
case No. 509 of 1968, claiming difference of wages, quarterly bonus, profit sharing 
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bonus, leave wages and the management’s share of Coal Mines Provident contribu- 
tion As soon as the management of the said Bokharo Jhana Colliery, received 
the notice of this L. C. Case No 509 of 1968 from the Central Government Labour 
Court No 2, at Dhanbad, the concerned workman was called by the Proprietor of 
the colliery, Sri flau Rain Agarwalla and was told by him that as he had filed 
this case, he was no longer to work in the col’iery and thus refused him work 
with ellect from 8th November, 1968. The action of the management of Bokharo 
Jharia Colliery is quite illegal, unjustified and is an act of victimisation On these 
grounds the union prayed that the concerned workman be lenstated with full back- 
wages and other benefits and with continuity of service 

5 The employers filed their written statement on 27th May, 1969, and their 
rejoinder on 17th November, 1969 Their case is that the concerned workman Sri 
Sambhu Mahato, was employed at the colliery in the year 1956 and has not been 
working there at any time after 1957, and in this view of the case the question of 
refusal of work does not arise. 

6 Shri Shambhu Mahato had applied for the refund of his accumulations in 
the Coal Mmes Provident Fund, in the month of March 1968 The accumula- 
tions in the provident fund are payable only on permanent retirement from service 
or on retirement on account of certain grounds and the office of the Commissioner, 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Dhanbad by letters dated 19th March, 1968 and 20/21st 
June, 1968, required of the management certain particulars in respect of the above 
workman, to settle lus claim for refund of accumulations m the Coal Mines 
Provident Fund The filing of application in March, 1968, for the refund of 
accumulation of the Provident Fund would give lie to the claim that Shri Sham- 
bhu Mahato was refused or stopped from work on the 8th of November, 1968 
The management also denied that the concerned workman was stopped from his 
duties by order of Shri Han Ram Agarwalla after receiving notice of the case 
No 509 of 1968 The concerned workman was not In the employment at the 
relevant time and as such the question of refusing employment to him from 8th 
November, 1968, does not arise 

7 On behalf of the workman two witnesses were examined viz , WW-1 Sri 
Shambhu Mahato, the concerned workman and WW-2 Santi Mahato son of the 
concerned workman 8 items of documents were exhibited on behalf of the work- 
men and they are marked Ext W-l to W-8 On behalf of the employers two 
witnesses were examined viz , MW-1 Sri Harl Prasad Kumar Bonus clerk and 
MW-2 Sri Manlk Chandra Sarkar, Compounder m the hospital of the Bokharo 
Jharia Colliery 13 Items of documents were also exhibited on behalf of the 
employers and they are marked Ext M 1 to M-13 

8 The point for consideration is whether the management refused work to the 
concerned workman Sri Shambhu Mahato with effect from the 8th of November, 
1968’ 

9 The case of the management is that the concerned workman Shn Shambhu 
Mahato was not in employment on the 8th November, 1968 the alleged date of 
refusal of work Ext M-0 Is Form H showing the names of the persons employed 
and qualified for membership of the Coal Mines Provident Fund during the 
quarter 1st April, 1956, to 30th June, 1956 In this Ext M 6 the name of the con- 
cerned workman Sri Shambhu Mahato appears at serial No 11 This has been 
filed by the management with the intention to show that the concerned workman 
had been member of the Fund in the said quarter April to June, 1956 and that he 
was under employment of the management then 

10 Ext M-7 Is the Form V relating to Annual Returns of the CMP Fund 
contributions submitted to the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner for the 
years 1956-57 to 1988 69 The name of Shri Shambhu Mahato, the concerned 
workman appears at serial 208 of the Annual Return for the year 1956 57 only 
and his name does not appear In any other subsequent annual return 

11 Ext W-2 Is the Annual statement of Account of the CMP Fund of the 
concerned workman for the year 1958-57 According to the Management the con- 
cerned workman did not receive any such statement of Account thereafter The 
management contended that had the workman concerned contributed towards Fund 
anytime after the year 1956-57, he wou'd have again received such Annual State- 
ment of Account from the office of the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner, 

12 The management has also filed the Bonus Register for the year 1968 (Ext 
M-8) and the Wage Sheets for sheets for the year 1968 (Ext M 9) The name of 
the concerned workman Sri Shabhu Mahato does not appear in either of these 
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Exts. M-8 and 9. It was therefore, argued on behalf of the management that the 
absence of the name of Sri Shambhu Mahto, the concerned workman in the said 
documents go to show that the said workman was not in their employment in 
the year 1968, 

13. The management has further filed Ext. M-3 which is true copy of the 
application dated 2nd August, 1967, in the prescribed form, by the concerned 
workman Sri Shambhu Mahato to the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner 
for refund of his accummulations in the Coal Mines Provident Fund. The manage- 
ment pointed out that the said application was sent by the workman concerned 
direct to the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner for getting the Fund 
accummulations. The concerned workman Sri) Shambhu Mahato filed another 
application dated 2nd August, 19(37, to the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commis- 
sioner for getting the refund expedited (Ext. M-4). There is no question to 
challenge the genuineness of these exhibits M-3 and M-4. The concerned work- 
man Sri Shambhu Mahato (WW-1), in examination-in-chief of his evidence, had 
stated that he applied for refund of accummulation in his C.M.P. Fund at the 
Instance of the Bonus Clerk. But in his re-examination the workman concerned 
(WW-1) admitted that he got Ext. M-3 and M-4 written by one Sri Bansidhai 
Mallah who was an official of the Union. 

14. On receipt of Ext. M-3 the Coal Mines Provident Fund Commissioner’s 
office enquired from the Manager of Bokharo Jharia Colliery certain facts about 
the workman concerned regarding the date of appointment, date and reason of 
termination of service and the details of contribution made for each currency 
period by its letter dated 19th June, 1968. (Ext. M-l). Similar enquiry was a'so 
made by another letter dated 20th .June. 1968, from the office of the Coal Mines 
Provident Fund Commissioner (Ext. M-2). It was therefore, submitted before me 
by the management that the concerned wo Annan Sri Shambhu Mahato made 
application for refund of accummulation in his C.M.P. Fund direct to the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Commissioner on 2nd August, 1967, and that the Manage- 
ment could know of it only on receipt of the enquiries Ext. M-i arid M-2. The 
Management further submitted that such application for withdrawal of aceum- 
mulfltlon in C.M.P. Fund Is made on permanent retirement from service or on 
retirement on recount of permanent and incapacity to work. Therefore, the 
management contended that the concerned workman’s application dated’ 2nd 
August, 1967, (Ext. M-3 and M-4) would show that he was out of emp'oyment of 
the management long time before the alleged date of refusal of work i.c , Gth 
November, 1968. 

15. Ext, W-6 is certificate said to have been granted by the Manager of Bokaro 
Jharia Colliery to Sri Shambhu Mahato, the concerned workman on 15th March, 
1901. It is proved by Shrl Shambhu Mahhato, the concerned workman. Sri Sham- 
bhu Mahato does not know English and is rather illiterate. Shri Shambhu Mahato 
could not say the name of the Manager who granted him the said Certificate. 
Ext. M-fi also, does not bear an honest face. The body portion of wrliing Is in 
different hand-writing and ink and the Manager’s signature appear to be quite in 
different pen and ink. The writing in the body portion also contains over-writ- 
ings and cuttings. Moreover it has got no intrinsic value. It does not stand to 
reason that a First Cass Manager of such a big colliery like Bokaro Jharia Col- 
liery would grant a certificate of proficiency to one of its General Mazdur whom 
the Manager is not expected to know by name and nice versa. On behalf 
of the Management also it. has been submitted that Ext. W-6 was not granted by 
any Manager of the Bokaro Jharia Colliery. To support their contention Sri 
Tlari Prasad Kumar MW-1 has stated in his evidence that during the period from 
1959 to 1962 Sarvashree S. P. Guota, B. K. Jaggi and K. N. Bhattacherjee happen- 
ed 'n be the managers of this Colliery. Shri Hari Prasad Kumar (MW-1 ) also 
proved Exts M-19, M-ll and M-l 2 which are the letters bearing signatures of 
Farvash-ec S. P. Gunta. R. K. Ja^gi and K. N. Bhattacheriee. the aforesaid 
Mnnaemc l’osnooBvcTv MW-1 further stated that the Ext. W-6 dneg not 
bear sitnahire of either of the aforesaid three Managers. Even with the naked 
pv" i+ ’s conspicuous that Ext W-6 has not been signed by cither of Ihe aforesaid 
three Managers. Tn view of all this F.xt. W-R is not pmnor’y proved and no weight 
ran Ro -dtached to it. No reliance can therefore, he placed on this document 
Ext. W-T 

16. Txt. W-7 U the Medical Certificate granted by Dr. A. K, Mukheriee to one 
Shanti Mahato who had been under his treatment during the period from 22nd 
March, 1966, to 31st March. 1966, Sri Shanti Mahto is son of the concerned 
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workman Sri Shambhu Mahato and he has been examined as WW-2. In his 
evidence Sri Shanti Mahato has stated that Dr. A. K. Mukherjee is Medical Officer 
appointed by the management and that he (Medical Officer) treats only the workers 
ot Bokaro Jharia Colliery and their dependants. He further stated that about 4 
years ago he had fallen sick and Dr. A. K. Mukherjee had treated him since he 
(Shanti Manato) neppened to be 01 Sri Shambnu Mahato, the workman con- 
cerned Gi Bokaro Jharia CoLiery and that Ext. W-7 was granted to him by the 
Doctor. The contention ot the management is that Dr. A. K. Mukherjee was also 
doing private practice and that he treated Shanti Manato in his private capacity. 
In tnis connection the Management has also liled Ext. M-13 which is copy of the 
appointment letter of Dr. A. K. Mukherjee. According to Ext. M-13 Dr. A. K. 
Mukherjee was allowed to do private practice with permission of the Manager of 
the Colliery or any other higher authority. The language of the Medical Certi- 
ficate (Ext. W-7) does not show that Shanti Mahato was treated as son of the 
workman concerned Sri Shambhu Mahato — the workman of Bokaro Jharia Col- 
liery. Rather the language leads to point out that Sri Shanti Mahato was treated 
in his individual capacity. The certificate contains no mention of the name of 
Shambhu Mahato or any identity of Sri Shanti Mahato with the BoKaro Jharia 
Colliery. Tne Medical Certificate states that one Shri Shanti Mahato of Village 
Sijua was treated. The Ext. W-7 therefore, does not hold the contention of the 
work nan that Sri Shambhu Mahato, the concerned workman was in employment 
of tie management at the relevant time, 

1 1 . Ext. W-8 is the Form B Register tor the year 1963. It does not show the 
name oi the workman concerned Sri Shambhu Mahato. The Manage - ont sub- 
mitted before me that the abse .cc oi the name of the concerned workman in 
Form B Register showed t at be was r.ot in employment of the management in 
the year 1968. MW-1 Sri Hari Prasad Kumar proved this Ext W-8. He stated 
that in the year 1968 there were about 400 woiknen in this Colliery. Ine Form 
B Register (Ex... Yf 8) shews oniy the names ot 192 workmen. He stated that 
thr Fox-m B Register (Ext. W-8) contains the names of only monthly staff and 
W: ekly time-rated workmen and that it does net contain the names n" tv -miners, 
nu nbering about 250, in employment at Bokaro Jharia Colliery. He furtoer stated 
ths t a separate Form B Register is maintained for the said miners Sri Shambhu 
Mr late, the concerned workman is General Mazdur and n<_,t a miner and that if 
he had been m employme t cf the marwenent in the vea • 1968. his a, a would 
taa> « appeared in V-'e Form B Register (Ext. W-8) itself. But as the name of the 
con irneu workman Sri Shambhu Mahato does not appear in this Form B Regis- 
ter 1 Ext W-3). it shews t v v £ P1 Sham’ hu Mahato was not in employment of the 
management in the year 1968. 

18. The case of the workman is that the concerned workman Sri Shambhu 
Mahato was in employment of Bokaro Jharia Colliery, as Geneiul Mazdur, since 
1948 continuously till 7th November. 1968. and that as soon as the Management 
received the notice ot L. C. Case No. 509/68, from the Central Government Labour 
Court (No. 1), Dhanbad they became annoyed. The management called the con- 
cerned workman Sri Shambhu Mahato and told him that because he had filed the 
L. C. case his service was no 'onger required and the management thus refused 
him employment with effect from 8th November. 1968. 

19. The concerned workman Sri Shambhu Mahato (WW-1) also has stated in 
his evidence that he had filed L. C. case demanding arrear of wages. P. Fund, 
Bonus. Train-fare and other benefits and that the management got annoyed over 
that and terminated his service with effect from the 8th November 1968. Ext. W-5 
is copy of the application under Section 33(C)(2) filed by the concerned workman 
Sri Shambhu Mahato on the 29th October 1968. In this armlication Sri Shambhu 
Mahato had claimed arrear of wages bonus, leave wa«es, T> f. contribution, etc., 
since 1961 to quarter ending June, 1968 onlv. If the concerned workman Sri 
Shambhu Mahato had been ri °c"vice till 7th November. 1968, it is not understood 
as to why he did not claim wages, e c , n* - 'be date of his application or atleast 
the c’aim should have been made upto and for the quarter ending 30th September,

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21. The evidence discussed above goes to show beyond any shadow of doubt 
that Sri Shambhu Mahato, the concerned workman was not in employment of the 
management of Bokaro Jharia Colliery on the alleged date of refusal of work i.e., 
8th November, 1968. The question of refusal of work to him on the 8th November, 
1988, therefore, does not arise, Hence my finding is that the management did! 
not refuse work to Sri Shambhu Mahato, General Mazdur with effect from the 
8th November, 1968, and he is therefore, not entitled to any relief.

AWARD 

This is a reference under Section 10(l)(d) of the Industrial Dispute Act. 

2. Dr. T. E, R. Chetty joined his duties on 1st December 1935 as a Medical Officer 
in Newton Chickly Collieries Ltd. Hospital under an appointment letter dated 9th 
November, 1935 He worked for 32 years till 24th November, 1967. His allegation 
is that during his tenure he earned a good name for his service in public at large 
and was awarded several certificates in appreciation of his service by the then 
management. 

3. Briefly stated his case is this. Dr. Chetty was called by the present Resident 
Director, Sri Chanchant, on 11th, 12th and 14th October, 1967 to his bungalow. 
Constant pressure and threats were used by him to make Dr. Chetty resign his 
post as Medical Officer. Dr Chetty brought this to the notic e of the Managing 
Director of the Colliery staying at Jharia i n Bihar by a registered letter dated 
14th October, 1967 but received no reply. On 19th October, 1967 Dr. Chetty sent 
a letter to the Resident Director, Newton Chickly Collieries, Parasia, mentioning 
the facts of undue pressure and coercion exercised by him on the petitioner Dr. 
Chety, on 11th, 12th and 14th October, 1967 to obtain his resignation. On getting 
this letter the Resident Director, Sri Chanchani. sent for Dr. Chetty on 19th October, 
1967 in his office and. behind closed doors, again used pressure "and threats com- 
pelling Dr. Chetty to resign against his will. Dr. Chettv succumbed to the pressure 
and threats and the Director succeeded in securing Dr. Chetty's resignation on 
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19th October, 1967 as dictated by the Director himself and against the Dr. Chetty’a. 
will. Dr. Chetty brought these facts to the notice of the Managing Dlerctor at 
Jharia on 21st October, 1967 under a registered letter with A/D along with a 
copy of letter on 19th October, 1967 addressed to the Resident Director but no 
reply was received. Again on 22nd November, 1967, Dr. Chetty wrote a letter to 
the Resident Director through the Agent of the Cohiery withdrawing the resigna- 
tion letter of 19th October, 1967 as it had been taken under duress, coercion and 
undue influence and as no letter of acceptance had been received. The letter of 
acceptance of the resignation was actually issued on 23rd November 1967 after 
this letter of Dr. Chetty. The Agent was directed to inform him that the petitioner’s 
resignation had been accepted and that the charge should be handed over to Dr. 
S. N- Mathur. The charge was actually handed over on 24th November, 1967. Dr, 
Chetty then raised an industrial dispute before the Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(Central), Chhindwara, Parasia. The dispute was taken up on 16th March, 1968- 
between the parties by A.L.C (C), Chhindwara at Parasia and failure report! was. 
submitted to the Government on 18th March, 1968- On 14lh June, 1968, Dr, Chetty 
was informed by the Government of India that they did not consider the dispute fit 
for reference for adjudication to the industrial tribunal. Dr. Chetty applied for 
review and reconsideration and the Government of India after reconsideration 
referred the dispute to this ounal on 7th August, 1969 for adjudication under 
Sec. 10(1) (d) of the Industrial Disputes Act. 


4. Dr. Chetty claims that he is entitled to be reinstated, to be treated as con- 
tinuing in service and to get full wages with all benefits for the idle period from 
25th November, 1967, 

6. By notification No. 5/20/68-LRII dated 7th August, 1969 the following matter 
in dispute was originally referred to this Tribunal for adjudication: — 

“Whether the management of Messrs Newton Chickly Colliery, Post Office 
Parasia, Madhya Pradesh has obtained resignation from Shri T. E R. 
Chetty, Medical Officer fraudulently on the 19th October, 1967? If 
so, to what relief is Shri T. E. R. Chetty entitled?” 

The schedule containing the matter in dispute was later on amended by Notifica- 
tion No. 5/20/68-LRII dated 20th December 1969 Is as follows; — 

“Whether the management of Messrs Newton Chickly Colliery, Post Office 
Parasia, Madhya Pradesh has obtained resignation from Shri T. E. jR. 
Chetty, Medical Officer under coercion or duress od the 19th October,. 
1967? If so, to what relief is Shri T. E. R. Chetty entitled?” 


6. The employers reply that the reference is bad and misconceived in law on 
the grounds that a "Medical Officer” is not a “workman" under the Industrial 
Disputes Act, lhat the dispute had not assumed the character of an industrial 
dispute as it related to a single individual and that Sec. 2A of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act is ultra vires of the I.D. Act, On merits, the employer’s case is that 
complaints carne to the management from time to time that Dr, Chetty was in the 
habit of charging fees from the employees and also the cost of medicines which, 
in fact, had been pui chased on Company's account. This conduct irritated some 
of the employees and Dr. Chetty had 'been a victim of assault in 1947-48 by some 
of the workers. Inspite of it Dr. Chetty did not improve his ways and an industrial 
dispute was raised by the Union before the Regional Labour Commissioner (Central) 
Jabalpur and the management had to submit a settlement incorporating the fol- 
lowing terms:—-' 

“Agreed that the practice of charging fees by the Colliery doctor for attend- 
ing the woikmen ieslding in Colliery quarters wid be stopped forth- 
with. The management will see that the Doctor does not refuse to 
altend the serious cases of workmen— patients in their respective 
quartern without sufficient reason.” 


The management changed hands in 1965, Stray reports then, according to the 
employers, reached the management in respect of Dr. Chetty charging fees for 
tieatment and cost of medicines supplied at Company's account. The management 
cud not take them seriously at first. In 1967 more complaints of like nature were 
received against Dr. Chetty. The resident Director then sent for Dr. Chetty and 
told him that in the best Interest of industrial peace the Director had to frame 
Charges against Dr. Chetty in pursuance of the complaints and that it was for Dr 
Cnetty to decide whether he would face the charges or resign. Dr. Chetty took a 
week 3 tune to consider the matter. After due deliberation, he decided to submit 
and submitted his resignation. The resignation was accepted on 23rd November, 
latj 1 more than a month after its submission and the acceptance was communicated 
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to Dr Chetty. According to the employers Tie resignatio" vs; given vnh a tree- 
will after due consideration of the two alternatives given to him. Dr. Chetty had 
nc complaint against the management after he was relieved on 23rd November, 
1967 till January, 1668. The employers case is that Dr. Chetty wanted a sizeable 
sum towards gratuity from the management and the management was not pre- 
pared to accede to his exorbitant demand and that Dr. Chetty raised this bogey 
of fraud, coercion and threats to nressurise the management even though there 
was no threat or pressure of any kind. 

7. The issue for decision by this Tribunal is contained in the amended schedule 
of the reference order and is as follows; — 

“Whether the management of Messrs Newton Ch'ckli Col.iery, Post Office 
Prasia, Madhya Pradesh has obtained resignation from Shri T. E. R 
Chetty, Medical Officer under coercion or duress on the 19th October, 
1867? If so, to what relief is Shri T. E. R. Chetty entitled?” 

No other issue was framed by my predecessor. 

Finding : — ■ 

8 . In the written statement of the employers it was also pleaded that a “Medical 
Officer” is not a “workman” under the Industrial Disputes Act and that the 
reference was bad and misconceived in law. This point was not seriously con- 
vassed before nit in arguments But since it is a question of jurisdiction I would 
briefly deal with it. 

9. A “workman" has been defined in Sec 2(s) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
The definition runs as follows ; — 

‘Workman" means any person (including an apprentice! employed in anv 
industry to do any skilled or unskilled manual, supervisory, technical 
or clerical work for hire or reward, whether the terms of employment 
expressed or implied, and for the purpose' of env proceeding under 
tnis Act in relation to an industrial dispute, inch res any such person 
who has been dismissed, discharged or retrain m connection with. 
u 1 as a reoonsequence of that dispute, or vibo •= d s-m sal discharge 
O'- retrenchment has led to that dispute, ut i ot I'clule my 

such pci on — 

( > who is . ufciect to the Army Act. 1 °50 (16 of 1950) or the rUr force 
Art 1950 (45 of 1950) or the Navy (Discipline) Ac , 1D34 (34 of 
1934); oi 

(ii) who is employed in the police service cr ?s an officer or other 
employee ot a prison: or 

(iii) who is employed mainly in a managerial or administrative capacity: or 

(iv) who, being employed in a supervisory capacity, draws wages exceeding 

five hundred rupees per mensem or exercises, either by the nature 
of the duties attached to the office or by reason of the powers voted 
in him, functions mainly of a managerial nature.” 

Clearly, a person doing technical work for hire or reward is covered by the definition 
of a workman. A doctor possesses knowledge of human anatomy and acquires this 
knowledge and skill after years of hard labour. His funct-on includes diagnosis 
and prognosis. Clearly, his work is of a highly technical nature. No layman can 
perform this work. A doctor has thus to possess knowledge of a spccialis=d 
.character. The definition specifically includes in the class of “workman” a -erson 
employed in any industry to do any technical work for hhe or reward What- 
ever doubts them wpi -2 formerly have now been removed b” the insertion of the 
word “technical” in the definition of “workman”. 

10. There ; s consequently not the slightest leason tn doubt that a • doctor" u- a 
“workman”. The reterence cannot be said to be bad or rrrseonceived in law. 

11. On merits, the question referred to this T-'bunal is very Nmole and is 
whether the management has obtained resignation from Dr. T E. n Chet'v Me-boa 1 
Officer under coer-fion or duress on 19th October, 1067 and if -o. to what lelief 
he is entitled. 

12. On +bis noinh +he evidence on behalf of ’he app i an" consists of ’ <s ovn 
statement and Ex. W/l to W/31. It is not mentioned in the written staienvmt of 
the applicant what words were actua lv used by the Redd" i Director when be 
is alleged fo have ob* -dried the resign'’*' n of the Doctor. Pua •> of the cart of 
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the application headed as farfe> of the case only says that when Dr. Chetty was 
threatened, he sent a registered letter on 14th October, 1967 to the Managing Direc- 
tor at Jharla mentioning all the facts ahout the undue criminal pressure being 
brought to bear on him to tender his resignation from his job and explaining his 
helpicss situation. It says that the petitioner was called in the Resident Director’s 
office by the Resident Director and told that he did not accept the letter of 19th 
October, 1967 as he did not want that kind of letter. It goes on to say that again 
the (Resident Director pressed ‘‘criminally” and compelled the petitioner to resign 
the job, and that ultimately the petitioner had to submit the resignation according 
to his direction and dictation as he was in u helpless situation in the office behind 
closed doors and had been given an ultimatum “for dire consequences”. Dr. 
Chetty’s rejoinder says regarding para 3(i) of the employer’s written statement 
that the Resident Director called Dr. Chetty to his bungalow on 11th, 12th, and 14th 
October, 1967 and pressed him to resign his job. It also mentions the reasons for 
pressing Dr. Chetty to resign his job- Then it goes on to say that an application 
was sent to the Resident Director on 19th October, 1967 with a man in his office 
and the same was received by the clerk in which Dr. Chetty requested the Eirector 
not to use unfair methods to obtain his unwilling resignation as he was not pre- 
pared to put in his resignation after 3,2 years of service. Then it goes on to say 
that on receipt of the letter the Director sent for him in an angry mood in his 
office room where the workman concerned was alone and helpless and asked him to 
resign the job under threat of “dire consequences’’. Thereafter, it says that under 
the persistent pressure with threats the resignation was obtained fraudulently by 
unfair methods with ulterior motive under his “dictum” in his office on 19th 
October, 1967, It says further that the Intention w as to get rid of the doctor 
fraudulently under threats of framing charges on flimsy and Imaginary grounds It 
is thus clear Ihal the written statement and the rejoinder filed by Dr. Chetty do 
not mention the actual words used by the Director and the allegation is only of 
threats and pressure- All that Is mentioned is that the threat was of dire conse- 
quences. 

13 The written statement of the employers, on the other hand, says that when 
the Director received complaints ahout Dr, Chetty's charging lees for visits and 
cost of medicines actually purchased on Company’s account, he ended Dr, Chetty 
and told him that in the best interests of Industrial peace, the Director had to 
frame charges against him in pursuance of the complaints and that it was for 
Dr. Chetty to decide whether he would face the charges or submit his resignation. 
The written statement of the employers clearly says that no threat or coercion 
was used and thal D, , Chetty was only given the option to resign or to face an 
enquiry. 

14- In the witness hox Dr. Chetty said that on 11th October, 1907 Shri 
Chanchani, tae Resident Director, called him at his bungalow and asked him to 
resign. When asked for reasons Shri Chanchani is alleged to have said that It was 
because the Doctor was not falling in line with his policy and have been mention- 
ing too many injury cases as serious and had been sending ceiliflcatos of workers 
for medical unfitness. Dr. Chetty says that there upon he went away without 
committing himself atid that he was asked again on 12th and 14th October, 1967 
why he had not submitted the resignation. Then Dr. Chetty mentions the threat 
and says thnt it was that if he did not resign he should know the consequences and 
that he would have to leave with a bad name- Dr. Chetty says that he again 
went away and on 19th October, 1907 sent a letter to the Resident Director not to 
force him to resign under throats and requested him to retire him with gratuity 
benefits. According to Dr. Chetty the Resident Director sent for him again and told 
him that he did not want a letter of that kind and wanted a letter of resignation. 
When Dr. Chetty said that he had appealed to the Managing Director also on 14th 
October, 1007, the Resident Director, according to Dr. Chetty, said that he did not 
want to hear anything and wanted Doctor’s resignation and told him that if he 
did not do so he would have to face bad consequences and would have to leave 
with a bad name. Thereafter, Dr. Chetty says that the Resident Director gave him 
a chit of paper to write out a letter of resignation and that on that paper Dr. 
Chetty had written that as desired by the Resident Director he was tendering 
resignation after 32 years service with one month's notice, Dr. Chetty goes on 
to say that thereafter the Resident Director called him and directed him to write 
the resignation as dictated by the Resident Director himself and gave him another 
piece of paper on which Dr. Chetty wrote a letter of resignation, of which Ex. E/1 
is a true copy. When cross-examined Dr. Chetty said that he did not request Shri 
Chanchani to give him time to think over the matter and that Ex. W/l was sent 
through a messenger, Bihari Sweeper, to the Director. Dr. Chetty fmther says 
in cross-examination that by bad name and threats he apprehended everything and 
had resigned under coercion and threats and not under any false impression. 
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ls, So, the omy threat which appears from the statement of Dr. Chetty is that 
if he did not resign he would have to face bad consequences and would have to 
leave with a bad name. Dr. Chetty further said that the resignation of which 
he flied a true copy was written under dictation. Ex. W/30 purports to be a 
copy of a letter written by Dr. Chetty to the Managing Director at Jharia dated 
14th October, 1987. The original has been filed by the management and ia Ex, E/2. 
In this again there is no mention of actual words used by the Resident Director 
and all that is said is that the Resident Director advised Dr Chetty to resign the 
job and that pressure to this effect had been brought to bear on him- No threat 
or coercion was specifically mentioned in this letter apart from the use of the 
word “pressure”. It is also significant to note that in the copy Ex. W/30, 12th 
and 14th October have been inserted in ink although the copy is a typed one. 
The original Ex. E/2 admitted by Dr. Chetty as correct dues not contain the dates 
12th and 14th October after 11th October. 1967. This insertion of these two 
dates in ink show that Dr Chetty has no regard for truth and does not hesitate 
to make insertions of dates in copies which are not in the original. It is not 
that these dates are irrelevant or immaterial to the enquiry, for the copy purports 
to say that on 12th and 14th also the Resident Director had advised Dr, Chetty to 
resign the job. Clearly then, it is not possible to rely on the statement of Dr. 
Chetty and to say on the basis of his statement that he resigned under duress and 
coercion 


16. Ex. W/l, which is not admitted by the employers, purports to be a true 
copy of thp letter sent on 19th October, 1967 to the Resident Director. Apart from 
the statement of Dr. Chetty himself that such a letter was actually sent there is 
nothing to show that such a letter was actually sent. It also mentions that there 
was a talk on 12th and 14th while the original of Ex. W/30 letter sent to the 
Managing Director at Jharia on 14th soon after the incident contains only one 
date — the 11th. The alleged incidents of 12th and 14th now sought to be intro- 
duced are clearly an afterthought and a lie, 

17. Ex. W/2 purports to be a letter sent to the Managing Director at Jharia 
on 21st October. 1937. In the ffrst place, there is nothing to show that this letter 
ever reached Managing Director at Jharia or was even sent except the statement 
of Dr. Chetty that he sent it by registered post by Post Box address with A/D. 
The acknowledgment card was admittedly not received back. Sri Dabral says that 
a registered letter sent by post box address is never delivered and the original of 
Ex. W/2 would never be received by the Managing Director even if it was sent. 
Any way, it purports to he a letter written by Dr. Chetty himself and the allega- 
tions in that letter would not prove that any threat or coercion was actually used 
by the Resident Director to obtain Dr, Chetty's resignation. The letter itself 
speaks only of heavy pressure and masked threats and not an open threat. Evi- 
dently, Dr. Chetty has all along been taking the option of resignation or facing 
enquiry as threat, coercion and pressure. Sri Dabral rightly contends that Dr. 
Chetty would certainly take the option of facing an enquiry as pressure, But it 
was, in fact, an honest and straight forward course on the part of the Director 
to give Dr. Chetty the option of resignation or facing of an enquiry on the com- 
plaints of the workers reaching the Resident Director. Ex. W/2, even if it Is a 
true copy of letter actually sent by Dr, Chetty, would not, therefore, prove any 
threat or coercion. Even Ex. W/2 does not specifically mention that the resignation 
letter was written at the dictation of the Resident Director. 


18. Ex. W/3 purports to be a letter of withdrawal of the alleged resignation 
and is dated 22nd November, 1967. It does not relate to any alleged threats or 
coercion on or before the date of resignation. Ex. W/4 Is merely an acceptance 
■of the resignation and is dated 23rd November, 1967. Ex, W/5 and W/0 are copies 
of letters alleged to have been sent on 3rd January and 10th January. They are 
letters sent long after the resignation by Dr. Chetty himself and do not prove 
that any threat or coercion was used to obtain Dr. Chetty’s resignation.

W/16, W/17, W/18, W/19, W/20, W/21, W/22, W/23, W/24, W/25, W/26 and 
"W /27 purport to be copies of testimonials speaking of the wok of Dr. Chetty. 
Ex. W/28 purports to be an appointment letter of Dr. Chetty dated 9th November, 
1935. Ex. W/29 purports to be a copy of letter to the Manager informing 
Dr. Chetty of the apnointment of Dr, S. N. Mathur as a part-time Doctor to help 
him and lighten his work. Ex. W/31 is only a certificate of the Post-master 
saying that three registered letters were booked at Parasia, These documents 
do not prove the allegation of the use of threats or coercion to obtain Dr. Chetty’s 
resignation. 

20 Ex E/3, the original letter of resignation, is alleged by Dr. Chetty to have 
been written at the dictation of the Resident Director. Ex. E/3 runs as follows: 

"The Director, 

Newton Chlckli Collieries, Ltd,. 

Parasia. 

.Respected Sir, 

I am putting the resignation today, taking one month’s period for this. 

I am leaving every thing on you for kind consideration as I have put 32 years 
service in this concern from 1935, and I want to remain in good book 
with you always. 

Thanking you, 

With regards, 


Yours faithfuhy, 
(Sd.) T. E. 11. Chetty. 

M.O. 

Dt. 19-10-07” 

These are the exact vords given in para 4 of the application made to the Govern- 
ment ot India, Ministry of Labour, through the Chief Labour Commissioner, New 
Delhi dated 16th June, 1069 (Ex. W/14). If the resignation had been written in 
the office of the Resident Director behind closed doors under his dictation, one 
fails to understand why and how Dr. Chetty would have a copy of that resignation 
letter. Without a copy he cannot givo the exact words including the punctuation. 
In tact, wc would find that the w.ords ‘‘Thanking you” and "With regards” have 
been written in two dulercnt lines in Ex. W/15 exactly in the same manner as 
are in Ex, E/3. There is nothing on record to show that the Resident Director 
permitted Dr- Chetty to keep an exact copy of the resignation letter dictated by 
him. Nor does it stand to reason that he would give, or .permit Dr. Chetty to make 
for himself, an exact copy of the resignaton letter dictated under threat and 
coercion as alleged by Dr, Chetty. Nor is the language likely to be whqt it is in 
Ex. E/3 if the letter has been actually dictated by the Resident 
Director. If the letter was being dictated by the Resident Director 
himself there is no reason why he should have desired to wait for one 
month before its becoming effective. Clearly Dr. Chetty is telling a lie when he 
says that the letter of resignation was written at the dictation of the Resident 
Diroctor. Shri Chanehani, the Resident Director, has come into the witness box 
himself as E.W. 1 and has categorically denied that it was written under his dicta- 
tion or that it was written under duress or coercion. He has clearly stated that 
when the complaints became more frequent, he called Dr. Chetty and lord him 
about the complaints and gave him the option that he could either face an enquiry 
or resign voluntarily I do not see any reason to disbelieve Sri Chanchani’g sworn 
testimony on the point. If the intention had been to obtain resignation under 
coercion or threat, it would not have been difficult for the Resident Director to obtain 
complaints against Dr. Chetty and they would have been obtained. Sri Chanehani 
clearly says that the occasion for an enquiry did not arise because Dr. Chetty chose 
to resign and submitted his resignation Jotter. It is incorrect to say that Sri 
Chanehani had made up his mind to dispense with the services of Dr. Chetty and 
arrive at a finding against Dr, Chetty in the enquiry even if it had been held. There 
is nothing on record to show that Sri Chanehani would have even made the enquiry 
himself or had made up his mind as to who would be an enquiry officer. Shri 
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Chanchani was not asked about it. He had clearly given pn opportunity to 
Dr. Chetty to resign formally or face an enquiry as stated by Sri Chanchani and no 
threat or coercion Is proved to have been used by Sri Chanchani in obtaining the 
resignation. Dr, Chetty’s statement regarding threat and coercion is clear'y false 
and unbclieveable. It is true that Dr Chetty had obtained good testimonials, but 
they do not show that he did not submit a voluntarily resignation, whatever their 
value may have been if there had been ap occasion for enquiry by the management 
against Dr, Chetty. 

21. On a consideration of the entire evidence I find thatj resignation was not 
obtained under duress and coercion. Dr. Chetty is consequently not entitled to any 
relief. The reference is decided accordingly. No order as to costs- Let this award 
be sent to the Central Government,
